The Accidents here ſpoken of are not yet come to their Mata. 
rity, for though this Revolution may produce many remarka- 
ble Accidents and Mutations in ſeveral Parts of the World, the 
grand Mutation or Fall of Autichriſt is not yet, but the Tine 
ſeems to be not far off; in Augy/? next is a Conjundtion of hc 
turn and Jupiter in the fiery Trigon, and in that Part of it too 
which hath particular Signification of Rome, 1taly and other 
Territories there about: Under the Dominion of ſuch a Con- 
junction theAntients have obſerved the Erection of newEmpire, 
Monarchies and Dominions. About the Nativity of our Ble. 
ſed Saviour, the Congreſs or Meeting of theſe two ponderov: 
Planets was celebrated in the fiery Trigon, at which time 4» 
guſius Ceſar obtained the chief Empire of the World, 270 
ſettled all things in Peace and Tranquility. About 800 Year 
after, when the Conjunction of theſe Planets returned into the 
ſame Conſtellation and Trigon, Carolus Magnus erected à nes 
Empire, and the worſhipping of Images is condemn'd by 
Council at Con ſtanti nople.

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The fiery Trigon hath Relation to the Chriſtians, as our Ex” 
rience hath proved. And the famous A/fedivs was of Opr” 
ion, that the Fire of this Conjun@tion (meaning the Reſtitution 
this Trigon,) will conſume the Dregs and Refuſe of Rome, 
hat is, by that time the Superiors have performed their Period 
Conjunctions in this Triplicity, or ſometime before the Year 
1-82, And without doubt, this very Conjunction we are now 
treating of, will have great Influence upon the Sea and Ter- 
ritories of Rome; perhaps not to a total Subverſion as yet, but 
bn very great Alterations preparatory thereto. As this Conjunc- 
on is in Trine to England's Aſcendent it portends good to this 
Nation, and the Advancement of it's Honour and Glory. 

The Heavens faith Keckerman, moſt effectually operates 
zpon a Humane Body., belt agreeable to itſelf; and fo alſo 
on the Bodies both of Princes and their Subjects, fo that it 
changeth their Jemperaments and Conditions, and they being 
changed, a Mutation of the Commonwealth followeth.
